That three counties in K^tucky, 
and poasibly four, wiii be the object 
of attack by the temperance fcMrces 
in event oC the paaaage of the bill be- 
fore the Legislature repairing twenty- 
five per cent, of the Voters of the 
county instead of twenty-five per cent, 
of each precinct in the county, to call 
a local option election, is evidenced 
by local advocates of the cause of lo- 
cal option. 

For the past several weeks there 
have been secret movements on tho 
part of the prohibition leaders look- 
ing to an early loCiil option election 
simultaneously in Bourbon, Fayette, 
Clark and possibly eJcott county, the 
latter county now being in the "wet" 
column as a result of a decision of 
Judge Robert L. Scout Saturday de- 
claring tM the late election held 
there. 

The bin before the Legislature has 
already paaiod the Senate and from 
the information gained it la drtdent 
that it will pass the House when it 
comes up for considerati<m before 
that body. The dry forces feel con- 
fident that it will pass tho lower 
branch. 

The dry advocate- are almost sure 
that if this law becomes effective, 
and it is almost certain the Governor 
will approve the measure, th.nt thpy 
will be able to sweep the three coun- 
ties already mentioned and it is plan- 
ned to hold an election in the three 
on the same day. Ti.is id<^a of hav- 
ing the local <)ption on the same date 
In each county, it is said, is to prevent 
the liquor forces in one county from 
working in the other. 

For some time yast it has hsen 
known that the prohibition advocates 
in this city and county have bean 
working "under coyer' and awaiting 
for the Legislature to enact the new 
county option law and it' is said that 
everything "is cocked and prim^" for 
an early tilt with the liquor forces. 

This was practically admitted yes- 
terday when a few of the temperance 
people were approached on the sub- 
are other matters 
local option election 
problematical. Hov.ever. it is almost 
certain 11(1 uor traffic will be attacked 
from one angle or another. 

A prominent temperance maji was 
asked yesterday if tnere v.as anything 
in the report which was published in 
the daily papers Sunday to which he 
replied that the report was ali truth, 
but the fact that the State wide pro- 
hibition bill before the Legislature 
had not been acted upon, made it un- 
certain as to how they would proceed 
in the fight againat liquor, which it 
is aaid, wUl come aomo time dining 
the apring. 

In the CTcnt the State-wide bill is 
enacted Into a law, and we jither bill 
before the body is approved, then, it 
is claimed by the temperance peopW 
that they will make a fight to bring 
about temperance all over the State, 
but if this measure fails of passage, 
and it being almost certain that the 
bill requiring only twenty-five per 
cent, of the voters in the county to. 
call an election, will pass, then, they 
will take up the fight «nder the coan- 
tv unit law.

escaped death by daring and intrigue. 

friends in El Paso of Gustave Bauch 
and Domingo Flores, both American 
citizens, learned definit^y <^ their 
execution, in Juarez. 

.1. J. Dacca, a New Mexican cattle- 
man, v.ell known on the border as a 
man of reliability, whose home is in 
Soccorro, N. M., is in El Paso after an 
experience in the Juarez prison 
which, he says, added years to his 
age. . 

Bacca was in the same >cell in the 
underground dungeon of Villa's pri- 
vate foreigners' prison with Bauch 
and Flore. 

Another man was in the a^me cell, 
but his name Bacca conld not learn. 
He^'thinka he may haTe baen R. 
Curtis, an BngUahman and a fklend of 
William Benton. 

Bacca saw Bauch, Flores and the 
other man taken from the prison at 
sunset Wednesday and heard the 
guards talk afterward of how the 
three had been shot to death, how two 
of them had not been killed at once, 
and begged the firing squad to end 
their agony, and how the grave into 
which the three were thrown was left 
open for "tlie other American/', mean- 
In-^ Bacca. 

That night, after manjMaeaectupl 
efforts, Bacca, through outside ai^t; 
made his escape from the prison and 
reached El Paso, kept in^ hiding until 
the next morning? and then, pros- 
trated by his experience, was forced 
to remain in bed mill today, when he 
started out to find Bauch's sister, 
Mrs. J. M. Patterson, and deliver to 
her the last message from Banch. 

"In a dungeon too low to permit us 
to stand," said Bacca, "Bauch, Floes, 
the third mah and Isat nnddled in a 
circle on the floor for 25 hours without 
water or food, but with a good supply 
of Mexican cigarettes, which we 
smoked incessantly to make a little 
light while we planned in - Ehidish 
our escape. 

"Bauch wrote the name and addr- - 
of his sister on the cuff of his siiiii, 
whiciT he toro off and gave me." 

Bacca says once he and the three 
men almo'gt made their escape by at- 
t eking the guard and knocking down 
several of thpm. That was when 
they were being transferred from the 
Cuartel to the dungeon. That same 
evening, he says, his three compan- 
ions were taken out. and his turn was 
to come in the morning. 

Bacca says Villa had him arrested 
on the street. ^ He was in Juarez to 
buy aeyeral hundred cattle from the 
rev^uticmlsta, and seeing Villa ap- 
proach he went forward to speak to 
the rebel \pader. 

It was the day the plot against Vil- 
tacking the guard and knocking down 
-dered his arrest. Bacca says he, 
Bauch and the Englishman were 
charged with trying to kill Villa. Do-

Representative R. Y. Thomas, Jr., 
introduced a bill Friday* permitting to- 
bacco growers to sell unstemmed leaf 
tobacco in the han^ in any quantity 
without the payment , of any revenue 
tMX. The measure atoo pensits to- 
bacco buyers to purchase tobac- 
co of this kind withcmt the payment 
of revenue tax, and provides that 
sales transactions may take place 
without a report to any collector of 
internal revenue or order Government 
agency. This is legislation that has 
several times before been sought by 
Kentucky members of Congress.

OIXIANA" STOCK FARM IN 

FAYETTE IS SOLD FOR IMMXX) 



Mr. John T. Hadgss, well-known 
stock raiser and farmer of this coun- 

j ty, purchased Tuesday at public auc- 
tion "Dixiana," one of the most noted 
I stock farms in Central Kentucky, and 
I owned by Major J. T. Carson, and lo- 
j cated in Fayette county, for $105.10 
I an acre, or a little over $50,000. 

The contending bidders were Jonas 
Weil, C. H. Berry man, C. W. Bohmar, 
of Lexington, and C. H. Marshall, of 
Woodford county. 

The place comprises 482 acres and 
a fraction, and is located six miles 
from Lexington, on the Briar Hill 
^ pike. It has been owned for a num- 
ber of years by Major Carson, who 
changed the name from Briar Hill to 
Dixiana, and which under his manage- 
ment has produced quite a number of 
horses which have w<m recognition 
on the turf. 

The purchaser will get possession 
of the property about March 1, and 
will continue it as a stock farm. 

Mr. Hedges Wednesday closed a 
deal with Mr. Jonas Weil, of Fayette 
county, for the purchase of the farm, 
but it is not known what advance in 
price he received o>er the price hst 
paid at the auction sale. 



On Christmas Eve, 1814, Messrs. 
John Quincy Adams, James A. Bayard, 
Henry Clay, Albert Gallatin and Jona- 
than Russell, on behalf of the Uitfted 
States, and Lord Gambler, Dr. Adams 
and Henry Gouldbum, BsQ., on behalf 
of Great Britain, signed the Treaty of 
Ghent, which ended the war between 
the two countries. 

Shortly thereafter Mr. John Quincy 
Adams expressed the liope, so wonder- 
fully realized, that the peace thus re- 
stored should be enduring, saying. 
"May the gates of the temple of Janus 
closed here never be opened during 
the century." 

A few months later peace societies 
sprang into being in both America and 
England; and within three years, by 
formal agreement, the boundry line 
between the United States and Can- 
ada became a mere pdUtlcal limita- 
tion, like the peaceful boundaries 
separate the States of the American 
Union, instead of a series of fortifica- 
tions between two nations mutually 
distrustful of one another. 

Believing that the blessings that 
have followed in the train of the peace 
thus established cannot better be 
brought to the attention of the world 
at large than by a fitting celebration, 
the American Committee at its initial 
meeting, held four years ago, formu- 
lated a plan for this purpose. The 
proposal was SQon thereafter laid be- 
fore the peoples of Great Britain and 
the self-^goveming colonies of the 
British Bmpire. 

The American committe waa ani- 
mated by a patriotic impulse and the 
belief that through an adequate world- 
wide celelHratlon of the century of 
peace great good would he accom- 
plished towards the rational settle- 
ment of international disputes. And 
it hoped and hopes to effect this 
through the creation of a sentiment 
which shall educate the peoples of 
the wrold to regard forbearance and 
mutual understanding as virtues to be 
cultivated by governments and na- 
tions, as well as by individuals. 

The committee alco considered that 
through the association of the peoples 
of many nationalities there would re- 
sult increased acquaintance, friend- 
ship and mutual understanding which 
are essential to permanent peace. 

Tlierefore, the undersigned, a speci- 
al committee acting for the American 
Committee, a body whose many thous- 
and membMV are represent»klve of 
every section of the United States, 
of every walk of .life, and of every

It is sincerely hoped that all will 
take part with the American Commit- 
tee, or with similar committees in 
other lands in the preparation and ex- 
ecution of an adequate and fitting pro- 
gram that shall signalize, as no other 
occurrence in the past would Miahle 
us to do, the realization of Mr. Adam'a 
prophetic wish that the twentieth cen- 
tury might find the .^eace still unbro- 
ken. « 

That our country has been such an 
active factor in this wonderful 
achievement prompts us to celebrate 
the event — for peace as well as war 
is an event between nations— and 
arouses the hope that the hundred 
years which have passed since the 
Treaty of Ghent was si9;ned on Christ- 
mas Eve, 1814, may he not only the 
precursor of a perpetual peace be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
j States, but the promise of a broaden- 
ing era of enduring peace between all 
I nations.

Tliese fGi:<:es also help to 
regulate the time when stock may en- 
ter the forests, so that sheep and cat- 
tle can be kept off in the early spring 
until the young grasa and other forage 
plants have had a -chance to get a 
start. In some cases, too, they re- 
strict grazing to oeruiin areas and 
serve either to protect some grasing 
grounds or to secure a complete util- 
ization of the forage on others. 

What is a Dt:/t Pence. - 

The drift fences are not enclos- 
ures, but generally extend for a long 

distance across the country, much 
like the "drift fences " or snow fen- j 
ces along railroad rights of way. 

Railroad fences, however, take their 

name fnmi the fact tliat they, serve 

to pile the wind-bloTwn snow to* the 
I windward side of the track, so it will 

not settle in the cuts and impede 
! traflfic. The drift fences for stock j 
[ keep the animals from going in cer- 
I tain directions, or "drifting," to use a I 
! cattleman's expression, or restrict 
j tiiem to specified areas for the wiuter 
i and toothers for the summer. They 
• may also prevent stock from grazing 
' upon areas where poisonous plants 

are found; thus they lessen the cost 

of herding and prevent losses. 

Elxamples of the use of drift fen- 
ces are furnished in several built on 

the Dixie forest of Utah, where stock 

grasing to important Five miles of 

drift fences were built by the goivem- 

ment on this forest to protect the wa- 
ter supply of the city of St. George 

from contaminati(m by forest range 

cattle.

Two other fences in the same State, 
costing $2,100, will, on a commrvative 
estimate by the cattlemen, save ap- 
proximately K.00O a year. 

Fences Are Co-Operative Prejecta. 

In certain areas v.here the fences 
will greatly minimize the problems of 
the 'forest officers in handling cattle 
within the national forests, the cost is 
borne by the government. In other 
areas where the benefits to stockmen 
have been shown they are built in 
co-operation with the cattle owners, 
who pay a large part of the expense 
or furnish the labor. Throughout the 
National forest States there are cat- 
tle and sheep ownera' associations 
which rapresent individuals who grase 
their Hooks and herds upon the Na- 
tional fsrests. All differences which 
arise between the lorest officera and 
the individual ownera are submitted 
to the advisory boards of these asso- 
ciations, and they are therefore clear- 
ing houses for the settlement of any 
difficulties which may need adjust- 
ment. According to the officials of 
the service, these Eissociations have 
practically eliminated controversies, 
and the officials who administer them 
are in perfect accord with the poli- 
cies of the governr^ent. One of the 
evidences of this is shown in the dnft 
fences which help both sides.

TO AGAIN LOCATE HERE 



John Pindell, a Louisville & Nash- 
ville employe, was held up Saturday 
evening, about 6:(K) o'clock on South 
Main street by two negroes who re- 
lieved him of $70. The matter was 
reported to the police and a thorough 
search was made for the men guilty of 
the hold-up, but 'without result. 

According to the story of Pindell, 
who resides on Nineteenth street, he 
was coming down street to pay some 
of his accounts with tiie money. A, 
he passed a dark place a negro, he 
sad, atepped out and grabbed him by 
the arm, while another presented a re- 
volver in his fftee and demanded his 
money. 

The money was handed over with 
some hesitancy, but not until one of 
the men threatened to kill him if he 
did not accede to their demands. He 
was then threatened with death if he 
made any effort to inform the police 
until they had escaped. They then 
went in the direction or the Louisville 
& Nashville railroad yards and were 
soon lost to view. 

In a few minutes after the robbery 
had been committed Chief 'of Police 
Link and Patrolman King fFeat to the 
scene of the crime ahd made a thor- 
ough search, but without finding a 
clue that woold lead to the apprehen- 
sion of the guilty parties. Until mid- 
nig^it Saturday all the outgoing 
freight trains were searched in the 
hope of landing the men, who it was 
thought might try to escape in that 
manner. Pindell declares that he 
would know both men if he should see 
them again. One negro who was ar- 
rested on suspicion, and who had a 
large revolver and $40 on his person, 
proved not to be one of the men want- 
ed. He was held on a concealed 
weapon charge.

Castillo, to avoid a range of moun- 
tain.s on the Mexican side, made a de- 
tour which brought rAm on the Amer- 
ican side. Captain White was on the 
watch, having received information 
yesterday from Walter McCormick, 
American manager of the Las Palo- 
mas randi, on the Mexican side, 
that the much-wanted man waa In the 
vicinity. 

Captain Whfte telegraphed by army 
wireless to General Scott for instmc- 
tions, and was ordered to arrest the 
bandit should he VMt foot on- Ameri- 
can soil. 

Whether the prisoner shall be sur- 
rendered to the rebels is a legal 
nuestion which remains to be settled.

Marshal Serves Jail Sentence 

Jackson— T. C. CTromcat") David- 
son has resumed his duties as City 
Marshal after being off duty for ten 
Jays while serving a sentence in jail 
for carrying concealed weapons. The 
DfCense was committed last year, and 
Davidson was indicted by the grand 
jury and fined $25 and costs and ten 
lays in jail. The fine was immedi- 
ately paid, and a petition to the Gov- 
ernor was signed by a great many 
citizens, but was never presented. 



Decision Reversed 

Frankfort— Reversing the Judgment
